Shortsightedness 


To boirow a phrase from a county councillor, this county 
council would be “slitting its own throat” to continue basing 
their subdivision approval merely on the romantic ideal of 
agricultural land for agricultural use only. 

While good, arable land must be saved for the growth of the 
country's food, council must also take into account the need 
to expand their tax base. 

Today, farmers, even those growing on that good, arable 
land, are finding it difficult to make ends meet because of low 
prices on crops and rising prices on production. Council 
gains little by demanding a property remain agricultural if < he 
fanners can’t afford to pay the property taxes. What results is 
a lot of empty land on the county’s hands that makes no 
money at all. 

Council should also consider that their largest money 
making indust ry is beginning its final stages in this area. Gas 
plants, which have equalled vast amounts of tax dollars for 
the county, are making plans to pull out of their plants. Ergo, 
a big blow to the county's bank balance. This council needs 
to be very cooperative when dealing with means that may lead 
to alternative tax resources. 

The farmer, or any owner of county land must also be given 
the benefit of the doubt when deciding what is the best use 
for their land. These are the people that have worked the land, 
they are the ones who must make a living from it. No land 
owner should be denied the opportunity to diversify their 
interests, regardless ofwhat those interests may be especially 
by a group of people whose paycheques come regularly from 
a government agency. 

The creation of county acreage residences is a long term 
gain for the county. It increases the tax base substantially. It 
increases the population which in turn helps to support local 
businessesand servieesand it creatcsanumberofjobswhere 
only a few may have existed before. 

Surrounding farmers afraid ofwhat the intrusion of these 
new neighbors might do for their peaceful lifestyles should 
consider two factors: people who move to the country are 
generally looking for as peaceful and beautiful an existence 
as they are and it is decidedly better to look at a subdivision 
that has been beautified with new homes and cultured 
landscaping than it is to see the rundown bams which once 
had belonged to a neighbor who went broke. 

The dispute between farmers and acreage owners is a long 
one and the issue of land use a difficult one, but county 
council would be wise to recognize the trend and start 
planning for it now. Ours is a prosperous county and we 
would all like to see it remlan that way.

The question of whether 
members of the Canadian Mili¬ 
tary who were forced Into slave 
labor by Japan during World 
War II will receive the compen¬ 
sation due them under the Ge¬ 
neva Convention now rests 
squarely upon the shoulders of 
the Canadian government. 

The War Amps of Canada, 
using Its status as a non-gov¬ 
ernmental organization regis¬ 
tered with the United Nations, 
has now submitted the claim 
against the Canadian govern¬ 
ment. through the Human 
Rights Committee In Geneva. 
Switzerland. 

The War Amps has been pur¬ 
suing this claim since 1987. The 
previous submissions were all 
made directly to the Japanese 


government. under the auspices 
of the Human Rights Agencies 
In Geneva. The Canadian gov¬ 
ernment refused to support the 
claim and It was stonewalled by 
the Japanese delegation during 
the mosl recent deliberations In 
Geneva. 

'HiIs left us with no alterna¬ 
tive but to submit the claim to 
the Canadian Government un¬ 
der what Is known as the Op¬ 
tional Protocol. This procedure 
permits a complainant to go di¬ 
rectly lo his or her own govern¬ 
ment If there Is evidence that Its 
failure to act represents a viola¬ 
tion of human rights. 

The claim against the Cana¬ 
dian Government Is based on 
two specific factors.

the 1952 peace treaty with Ja¬ 
pan. the Canadian government 
failed to protect the Interests of 
the Far East PoWs In accord¬ 
ance with international laws. 

The second factor Is that. In 
refusing to support the claim of 
Canada's Hong Kong veterans 
and other Far East PoWs against 
Japan In the relevant Interna¬ 
tional tribunal since 1987. the 
Canadian government has been 
derelict In looking after a group 
of Its own citizens. 

The circumstances under 
which Canadians were sent to 
serve In the British garrison In 
Hong Kong In 1941 are also 
relevant to this Issue. Historical 
research Indicates that Cana¬ 
dian soldiers, known as C Force 
were sent on this mission for 
pollticalratherthan military rea¬ 
sons. Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King agreed to the dispatch of 
troops to establish a Canadian 
presence In the Far East, de¬ 
spite military Intelligence to the 
effect that Hong Kong could not 
be defended. Thus those mili¬ 
tary personnel sent to Hong 
Kong were faced with the Inevi¬ 
tability of two choices - either be 
killed or captured. 


If the Canadian Government 
does not wish to pay the claim - 
which amounts to $ 18 a day for 
the 44 months during which 
most of our troops were In cap¬ 
tivity - It has the alternative of 
supporting the claim against 
Japan In the United Nations. In 
fact, the former PoWs have 
agreed that, should the Cana¬ 
dian government make payment 
to them and later obtain agree¬ 
ment from Japan to make resti¬ 
tution. the Canadians would 
repay any funds from the Cana¬ 
dian government. 

The survivors of the Japa¬ 
nese prison camps have no de¬ 
sire to place an additional bur¬ 
den upon the Canadian taxpay¬ 
ers. Given the failure of the Ca¬ 
nadian government to support 
this claim, however, and having 
regard for the circumstances 
under which these soldiers were 
sent to the Far East, their own 
government has a responsibil¬ 
ity either to ensure that Japan 
pays Its Just debts under the 
Geneva Convention or alterna¬ 
tively. the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment makes the payment. 

The total cost ol the claim Is 
estimated at $24.5 million, to be 


paid either to survivors of the 
prison camps or their widows. 

The matter has previously 
been forwarded for considera¬ 
tion to Brian Mulroney. particu¬ 
larly since he discussed the 
claim with Japanese Prime Min¬ 
ister Toshlka Kalfu at a meeting 
In Tokyo In May of 1991. At that 
time. Mr. Mulroney slated that 
If Canadians were seeking com¬ 
pensation they should look to 
their own government. 

In further correspondence 
with the Honourable Barbara 
McDougall. the then Minister of 
External Affairs, the Canadian 
government failed to live up to 
the commitment made by Prime 
Minister Mulroney. In a letter 
dated November 20. 1992. Ms. 
McDougall attempted to Justify 
the lack of response and sup¬ 
port from the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment. This left 'Hie War Amps 
with no alternative but to refer 
the matter officially to Canada 
under the terms of the various 
International covenants on hu¬ 
man rights.

I’m writing this letter so that 
the general public will hopefully 
read It and understand the prob¬ 
lems that an office that ntns by 
an appointment schedule has 
had to deal with lately. I know 
I’m not alone In the field, as 
there are many businesses In 
town that run by scheduled 
appointments. For example: 
doctors, chiropractors, dentists, 
lawyers, hairdressers, etc. 
Where are the good old days 
when people used to come a few 
minutes early?? 

In my particular case. I’m 
responsible for scheduling ap¬ 
pointments, confirming appoint¬ 
ments and filling cancellations 
when necessary. It seems over 
the past few years, more and 
more people are not showing 


up. cancelling at short not ice, or 
being 10 to 15 minutes late for 
their appointments. They don't 
often realize that when they're 
10 minutes late for their 15 
minute or Vi hour appointment 
that the next person, who does 
show up on time. Is automati¬ 
cally delayed and has to wait, 
and that's not fair! The public 
thinks "Oh. they're always be¬ 
hind". but they don't realize It's 
usually the first or second client 
of the day that was late that 
caused the whole schedule to 
run behind. Oh yes. we could 
turn these people away, but a 
lot of clients come from out of 
town and have driven anywhere 
from 15 minutes to an hour to 
get here. It also means a loss of 
revenue for the office. People 
Just don't seem to care how In¬ 


considerate they are by being 
late. I like to have my half hour 
lunch each day and 1 like to get 
home on time every night Just 
like everyone else does. This 
seldom happens anymore. Our 
office runs a tight schedule and 
would not be behind (unless 
there was an unavoidable situ¬ 
ation) If our clients came on 
time. It is seldom the result of 
our own mismanagement that 
causes us to run behind. 

If you recognize yourself In 
this letter to be one of the of¬ 
fenders. I hope you will think 
twice the next time you go to an 
appointment and make sure 
you're on time next time!

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Pulse tour slated for August 10

A field crop tour and seminar 
hosted by Graham Seed Farms, 
Alberta Pulse Growers and the 
Alberta Wheat Pool originally 
scheduled for July 27 has been 
bumped up to August 10 due to 
excessive moisture and Imma¬ 
ture crops. 

The schedule will kick olT at 
10 a.m. sharp with a tour of 
Alberta Wheat Pool plots on the 
east side of the Olds overpass 
Just olTI llghwav 27. Hob Graham 
urged Interested parties to take 
In the tour by describing the 
Wheat Pool plot as "probably 


the best pea plot In Canada- It 
may well be the best In North 
America." 

Also on the morning agenda 
will be field pea variety trials, 
seeding rate studies, and green 
pea and silage comparisons. 
Lunch will l>e provided by Al¬ 
berta Wheat Pool to registered 
attendants. 

Dob Graham says that be¬ 
cause peas are a relatively new 
crop choice for this area, strat¬ 
egies to yield optimum harvests 
are still being developed. 

"Field peas are something 
new. Very few herbicides are 
registered for them. We re mix¬ 


ing different herbicides lo com¬ 
bat wild oats and broadleaf 
weeds In one pass. Another com- 
blnat Ion l>clng worked on Is this¬ 
tles and broadleaf. We have to 
mix and match to find the best 
mix to use less herbicides but 
get better results.” 

Graham says tough economic 
times mean the farming com¬ 
munity must band together to 
come tip with their own answers 
at seminars such as this. 

"The government used to do 
this type of thing but there's no 
money left for these types of 
programs so now It's up to us.” 
he said. 


The afternoon program be¬ 
gins at 1:30 at Graham Seed 
Farms featuring Items such as 
herbicide mixes, root rol con¬ 
trol. and a first look at cameval 
peas. 

“I^ast year was supposed to 
be [the cameval pea debut),” 
Graham said, "but weather con¬ 
ditions. an early frost, took care 
of that. Depending on the 
weather, this year will give us a 
better Idea of how cameval peas 
will do In this area. The expecta¬ 
tion Is that they will do well, but 
it's a late variety, so we can't be 
sure until harvest.” 

There will also be viewings of 


new cereal varlat Ions along wit h 
a new wheal variety on display. 

“Grandln wheat Is new." 
Graham explained. “IPs claim to 
lame Is that It's the first semi- 
dwarf hard red spring wheat. 
It's a premium quality < lass of 
wheat with very strings.raw. It 
hasn't been trialed much In Al¬ 
berta but In Manitoba ll s done 
extremely well, out yielding other 
licensed varieties by 10 percent." 

Those Interested In checking 
out new crops and techniques 
are asked to pro register through 
the District Agriculturalist's of¬ 
fice In Olds at 556-4220.

Green Leaf repeats Stampede win

Green Leaf Farm owners 
Roger and Penny Leclalre are 
bracing for another heavy de¬ 
mand for their horses after re¬ 
peating a spectacular show win 
at this year's Calgary Stmapede.

The taste of peas fresh from 
the pod. a baby carrot swiped 
from a garden (they always 
tasted better when they were 
from a garden raid), or the llrst 
taste of the new potato erop. It Is 
surprising that our summer 
memories ran Include some 
thing as heallhy as a vegetable. 

Whether the fresh vegetables 
come from our own garden, a 
Farmer's Market or a grex eiy 
store. August Is the month to 
enjoy vegetables. The variety and 
the selection Is at Its' best, the 
prices are usually pretty rea¬ 


sonable and the tastes are su¬ 
perb. 

Vegetables also 
tend to be lower in 
calories compared to 
many other foods. 

I low d<x‘s your diet compare 
to the Canada's F»x>d Guide for 
I lealthy Eating recommendation 
for 5 to 10 servings vegetables 
and fruits dally? Vegetables and 
fruits are one ol the most com¬ 
monly "missed" f«x>d groups. 


August Is the perfect time to try 
new vegetables and generally 
eat more vegetables. The more 
variety of vegetables Included In 
the diet, the more likely vita¬ 
mins and minerals will be ad¬ 
equate and the greater the ben¬ 
efit from those unknown com¬ 
pounds In vegetables which ap 
pear to lower risks of many can 
cers. 

Vegetables also lend to be 
lower In calories compared to 
many other fixxis. If the sauces 
and but ter or margarine are list'd 
sparingly, vegetal ill's have plenty 
of advantages In the diet. 


How can you en|oy vegeta¬ 
bles? 

Try vegetables fresh from the 
garden as baby carrots, rad 
Ishes. green peppers, green peas 
or green or yellow beans. 

Many summer vegetables 
cook quickly as stir fries.

Few peo¬ 
ple these days, especially those 
In the agricultural sector, have 
the time or. perhaps, resources 
to enhance their skills through 
full-time programming. It Is up 
to us at the college level, there¬ 
fore. to find a belter way to bring 
the information to them." 

Achieving educational goals 
Is nothing new to Quantz. Since 
obtaining his Masters of Sci¬ 
ence degree In Agricultural Eco¬ 
nomics. he has gone on to serve 
as General Manager of the Ca¬ 
nadian Charolals Association, 
and later, the Agriculture and 
Feed Division of XI. Foods Lim¬ 
ited In Calgary. 

In 1985. he founded and re¬ 
mains President of AgrfTrends 
Research Incorporated. Now 
matured Into a major consult¬ 
ing agency. AgrtTrends has de¬ 
veloped an extensive network of 
clients from the production, 
processing and service sectors 
of agriculture and government. 

"This new position I'm taking 
on at Olds College, however. Is 
something 1 didn't even antici¬ 
pate doing three years ago...I've 
been so busy with my own busi¬ 
ness ventures that I didn't stop 
to realize how closely what I've 
beendolngwlth AgrlTrends par¬ 
allels some of the Initiatives tak¬ 
ing place here at the college.” 


Quantz says the Institutional 
restructuring process Olds Col¬ 
lege Is presently undertaking 
deals with the kind of growth 
and client-eentered priorities he 
finds most attractive.

"I have 
developed many contacts with 
people in the Industry...people 
that are often very Interested In 
training and networking within 
this relatively consensed agri¬ 
cultural sector. Opportunities 
are Just waiting out there for 
services sueh as those we can 
offer here In Extension." 

Also high on Quantz’s list of 
priorities Is the desire to con¬ 
tinue to build upon Image Ex¬ 
tension has built In the agricul¬ 
tural community. While he be¬ 
lieves the department has taken 
great strides in achieving out¬ 
side support and understand¬ 
ing. the successes must only be 
used as stepping stones.

0.6 percent In June to 148.500 
units at a seasonally adjusted 
annual rate (SAAR), up from a 
level of 147.600 units In May. 
reported Canada Mortgage and 
1 lousing Corporation. 

In urban centres, starts of 
single-detached dwellings fell to 
61.100 units SAAR, down 4.3 
percent from a level of63.800 In 
May.

Ifyou're like most people, you 
probably have this thing about 
burglars: you don't want them 
In your house. July and August, 
peak vacation mont hs for Cana - 
dlans. are also busy months for 
burglars. 

That’s no eolneldence. Hun¬ 
dreds of t housands of residences 
In this country will be without 
their occupants this summer. 
For those of you planning a holi¬ 
day away fi\ ,m home. police and 
security officials want you to 
remember two key points: 

"Do everything you can to 
make your home look occupied. 
And notify as few strangers as 
possible that you'll be away." 
says Doug Rowlands. Executive 
Director of Market ing, Sales and 
Service for ADT Canada Inc., a 
security company which has 
been In operation for more than 
100 years. 

Among ways he suggests to 
do this: find someone to take In 
the newspaper and those plas¬ 
tic advertisingbags fullofflyers. 
Put lights, several of them, on 
timers and set the timers to 
turn lights on and off at hours 
that make sense, say 8 to 10 
p.m. in the living room or the 
family room. 9 to 11 p.m. In the 
master bedroom. Don't change 
the settings of blinds or drapes 
from where you normally keep 
them. Leaving them all closed Is 


broadcasting that you're not 
around. Have the outside lights 
on timers as well. Lights left on 
24 hours a day are a sign you're 
not there to turn them off. 

If you have a lawn and you're 
planning to be away for longer 
than 10 days, ask someone to 
water and cut the grass for you. 

If you have a freestanding 
mailbox, make arrangements to 
have It emptied. Asking the post 
office to hold your mall Is an 
option, but It means notifying 
people at the post office that you 
will be away. Enlist a reliable 
neighbor, friend or relative to 
gather the Junk mall that will 
still be delivered to your door. 
You could opt to suspend news¬ 
paper delivery, but that would 
entail advising yet more stran¬ 
gers of your absence. Ask who¬ 
ever Is picking up the mall to get 
the paper too. 

Leave your Itinerary with a 
trusted neighbor or friend, as 
well as numbers at which you 
can be reached in case of an 
emergency. 

I .cave a radio on. perhaps 
connected to a timer If you’re 
gone for a while. And turn down 
the volume on your telephone. 
Don't leave a message on your 
answering machine that says 
you're out of town. 

And never leave a note on the 
door. 


Ask a neighbor to use your 
garbage cans: an empty can Is a 
tlp-olf that you're not around. 

Ifyou have a second car. leave 
It in the driveway or ask a 
neighbor to park In your drive¬ 
way. 

Engrave valuable Items like 
the television set and video cas¬ 
sette recorder with vour social 
Insurance number or driver's 
licence number. Many police 
departments lend engravers, 
free. Store Jewelry and valuable 
documents In a bank safety box. 

Keep basement windows 
clear of bushes so that would- 
be prowlers will be seen easily 
by neighbors or passers-by or 
Install Inexpensive, but effec¬ 
tive. bar devices across the win¬ 
dows from the Interior. And don't 
leave anything lying around that 
would give burglars a leg-up 
such as a ladder or a cord of 
firewood. 

Iff he house has slldlngdoors. 
secure them with an unobtru¬ 
sive length of wood nothing too 
big or too obvious. A large slab of 
wood In the door Is a sign you're 
not around! 

Special locking devices are 
also available. Use deadbolts on 
doors leading to the outside: 
loc ks that need keys from the 
inside as well as the outside are 
another alternative.

Alberta wanted a Legislature like Minnesota’s 


steel. Gilbert's plan had used 
the design techniques of the 
Beaux Arts Classicism current 
In his day. featuring an electric 
hash of classic elements - arched 
windows. Insistent symmetry, 
(luted columns. 

Excavation began In 1907. 
By 1909 the end of the project 
was In sight and Edmontonians 
were ready to celebrate: on Oc¬ 
tober 1. the Governor-General 
Earl Grey, used a silver trowel to 
symlH)lically turn the soil and 
set the keystone of the building 
In place. The city decorated It¬ 
self with over two miles of 
bunting. 11.000 flags, and 5.000 
Incandescent lights. A parade 
with Boer War veterans and 
2.500 school kids marched up 
Jasper Avenue to the site. And 
the Thistle Rink was turned Into 
a breathtaking "fairy castle" for 
a grand ball to end the festivi¬ 
ties. 


In late 1911 the MLAs were 
able to hold their Ilrst sitting In 
their new home. (Until then they 
had had to make do will make¬ 
shift quarters at the Thistle rink 
and the MacKay Avenue School.) 
In 1912.thenewGovem< r Gen¬ 
eral. the Duke of Connaught, 
formally opened the building. 
Since then. It has undergone 
several renovations, but It has 
always retained Its place In the 
historical and political con¬ 
sciousness of Albertans. 

(This story Is one of hun¬ 
dreds appearing In "Alberta In 
the Twentieth Century." (he 
magnificent 11 -volume history 
of our province being produced, 
one volume a year, throughout 
the 1990s. You can see and 
purchase your copy of Volume 
1. entitled "The Great West Be¬ 
fore 1900." (292 pages with 279 
great pictures) at your local Al¬ 
berta Treasury Branch.) 


now eroding away Irretrievably.) 
The Interior used 1,950 tons of 
white marble from (Quebec and 
Pennsylvania and the whole 
building was topped with a dome 
built of 200 tons of reinforced 


In 1905. when Edmonton was 
named Alberta’s capital, the 
state capltol of Minnesota had 
just been completed In the city 
of St. Paul. W.H. Cushing. Al¬ 
berta's public works minister, 
had his ear to the ground and he 
knew of the architect Minnesota 
had hired (Cass Gilbert, who 
later designed the famous Wool- 
worth Building In New York). 
Cushing visited the Minnesota 
house, and he was Impressed. 
Soon Premier Alexander 
Rutherford made the trip, and 
he liked the building, too. 

Alberta didn't need Cass 
Gilbert. All the government had 
to do was to ask Its architect. 
Allan Merrick JclTers. to make 
the new Alberta legislature Just 
like the one In St. Paul. And so 
It came to pass that Alberta's 
legislature was - and Is - ex¬ 
tremely similar to Minnesota's. 

There was no talk at all of 
coming up with an original or 
distinctively Albertan design. 
The new province didn't want to 
set Itself apart from existing 
metropolitan centres: far from 
It. Emulating the style of cities 
that were already making their 
mark In the world was precisely 
the point of the entire enter¬ 
prise. Prairie towns wanted to 
be like U.S. and European cities 
In every way - architecturally as 
well as economically. 


the rest of the exterior finish 
was done In yellow-brown sand¬ 
stone from the Glenbow Quarry 
near Calgary. (Because of the 
softness of that sandstone, the 
exterior detailing of the facade Is

The search for a place for the 
building, to go with Its ready¬ 
made plan, was not protracted. 
Shortly after Edmonton was 
named capital, the government 
had bought the 21-acre site of 
Fort Edmonton - then still stand¬ 
ing - from the Hudson's Bay 
Company for $84,000. When 
this choice of location was an¬ 
nounced. some people worried 
that the CPR’s planned high- 
level bridge at Ninth (now 109th) 
Street would distract legislator's 
deliberations (or perhaps their 
slumber?) with smoke and 
noise. The old fort turned out to 
be more of a problem than the 
trains, though: longslneeaban¬ 
doned. it spoiled the otherwise 
gorgeous view of the river valley. 
In 1915. the fatal decision was 
made to demolish the ugly but 
priceless buildings. 

The flve-story. $4-million T- 
shaped structure was a huge 
project for Its time. The base 
and six entrance colonnades 
were const meted of granite, but

A window into the past

Jerene Cowltz had no Idea 
she would someday offer a vital 
link to the past. She admits that 
being the great granddaughter 
of Dtdsbury’s founding father 
Jacob.Y. Shanty, meant lltt'3 to 
her until recently.

Where 
Joyce Mullen's studio Is on the 
2A highway was my folks' home¬ 
stead. I was lxim out there 
Christmas night after the family 
came home from visiting.” 

When members of the Klnette 
Club of Dldsbury approached 
her In the late sixties to contrib¬ 
ute an entry to the Echoes of an 
Era'compilation which recounts 
the history of the Dldsbury area 
she was Initially quite reluctant 
to get Involved contending she 
didn’t enjoy writing. 

"I don't even like writing let¬ 
ters." she asserted. "But I was 
the only one left around here 
and they Insisted that I put 
something In." 

But after contacting siblings 
and other relatives for research 
material, her Interest In her 
eminent great grandfather was 
piqued. 

"He was Into everything." 
Cowltz said. "He had a button 
factory, he put up a building on 
the main street of Kitchener, he 
had lumber business: until 1 
read about him. there were 
things I didn't even know. He 
lead the first settlers to this area. 
He went upand down the line as 
far as Ponoka. but he liked Dlds¬ 
bury." 


Jacob Y. Shantz. or Jacob Y 
as he was known, was asked by 
Prime Minister John A. 
MacDonald to select a site In 
Western Canada suitable for 
Mennonlte settlers and take 
them there. 

After scouting out the area. 
Shanty, settled on Dldsbury as 
being a Ideal site which was 
described in a 1892 report 
chronicled by biographer 
Samuel Steiner In his book. ‘Vi¬ 
carious Pioneer': 

"We have selected a location 
on the Calgary and Edmonton 
railroad 48 miles north of Cal 
gary. as nice and open prairie as 
I saw anywhere. This railroad 
only opened a year ago and the 
survey Just finished... For the 
convenience of coming settlers. 
I have Just commenced to put 
up a building 100 X 20 feet. 
There Is good water here." 

Early pictures show a vast 
fiat treeless expanse dotted with 
one or two wood frame houses, 
but when Jacob Shanty first 
arrived on the scene and 
scanned the horizon, there was 
virtually nothing to block the 
view. 

"The railroad was through 
Dldsbury then.” Cowltz said. 
'There was a sign on the tel¬ 
egraph pole, 'Dldsbury'. that's 
all that was here. [Shanty] built 
an immigrant shed and went 
back to Ontario and brought 
people out. They stayed In the 
Immigrant shed until they could 
go out and get logs to build log 
houses." 

Jerene Cowltz's parents were 
Included In the first group of 
migrant settlers to head west 
from Ontario In 1894. 

In her written account re¬ 
corded in Echoes of an Era. 



Cowltz relates that the mood of 
the departing group was som¬ 
bre: 

“Rev. J.B. Detwller...told a 
reporter of the Kitchener Record 
he recalled the farewell party 
given for the outgoing party by 
their friends at Bethany Church 
was more like a funeral than 
anything else. The feeling lo¬ 
cally was that the set tiers would 
never return alive.” 

The Journey was anythingbut 
luxurious. 

“It took them two weeks to 
come out." Cowltz said. "They 
brought their cattle and horses 
and machinery on the freight 
train and had one car for the 
passengers. They'd have to stop 
and water the stock and milk 
the cows so they'd have milk for 
the kids." 

After leaving rolling hills and 
lush farmland In Ontario, the 
bleak expanseof seemingly end¬ 
less unbroken land where Dlds¬ 
bury would be located came as 
a huge shock to the settlers. 
Plenty of second-guessing was 
going on. as doubts were voiced 
by many In a disheartened band 
who couldn't stop gazing at the 
landscape with dismay, over¬ 
whelmed by the prospect of 
making a home on this barren 
prairie. They concluded there 
was little else to do but roll up 
their sleeves and begin working 
at the task at hand. After erect¬ 
ing tents and other temporary 
shelters each group set out to 
locate their land claim. None of 
these people had ever seen a 
prairie fire so they weren't pre¬ 
pared when only a few days 
after their arrival, the wind swept 
a wall of fiames directly toward 
a tent that had been set up not 
far from the immigrant shed. It 
was soon a charred reminder 
that they were completely de¬ 
pendent on their own limited 
resources to survive. 

I lorses were hooked to plows 
broken hastily out of slorage 
and furrows were cultivated 
around the Immigrant shed In a 
frantic effort to save (heir be¬ 
longings. Their efforts were suc¬ 
cessful and they returned to 
their homesteads with relief.

convinced they'd beaten the 
worst this harsh new land could 
deal out. Then winter arrived. 

"This Is no place for home¬ 
steaders." Cowltz's written ac¬ 
count decreed. "It never rains 
here and If things do grow, they 
freeze." Ranchers who’d settled 
In the area viewed the settlers 
with disdain and did everything 
they could toconvlnce them their 
efforts were futile. But by the 
second year the settlers were 
reaping 66 bushels of oats to the 
acre and 35 bushels of barley. 
Cowltz's written account states: 
“At one threshing that year the 
yield was 87 bushels to the acre 
and when this fact was reported 
to the ranchers they were Im¬ 
pressed. 'Dldsbury must be a 
favorite spot,’ one of them con¬ 


ceded." 

Dldsbury Is alsooneof Jerene 
Cowltz's favorite spots. 

"I don't like the city. It's qui¬ 
eter here."she said, adding. “You 
can get around easily and some 
friends I had before I was mar¬ 
ried still live here.” 

Although her family has long 
since scattered throughout 
Canada and America and she 
has lived In many different parts 
of Canada before returning to 
Dldsbury after her husband re¬ 
tired. Dldsbury Is her home. 
Jerene Cowltz Is a living legacy 
offering testimony that although 
Dldsbury has come a long way 
from It's barren beginnings It 
continues to maintain It’s small 
town appeal.
